As against 1940. the special elec­ 
tion in the Sixth Missouri distric’ 
showed a Republican gain of twelve 
per cent; the Second Kansas a Re­ 
publican gain of fourteen per cent 
the Fourth Kentucky, a gain of 
twenty-three per cent; tile Second 
Pennsylvania, a gain of eighteen per 
cent; the Seventeenth Pennsylvania 
Twenty-one per cent; the Twen- 
tv-third Pennsylvania, four i>er cent; 
the Thirty-second New York. three 
per cent; 
the Twenty-first

York, twenty-four per cent 
Firs’ 
Colorado, fourteen per cent; Second 
Oklahoma, a Republican gam of 
eight per cent. In the Second Okla­ 
homa. therefore although the GOP 
lost four* per cent, a# alants? two 
years ago. they gained eight, per 
cent, as against four years ago 
Although Mr. Roosevelt generally 
runs stronger than New Deal con­ 
gressmen do in off year elections 
these last figures indicate that even 
as against 1940, when Roosevelt ran, 
there ha# been a strong Republican 
percentage gain in every district ex­ 
cept the Seventeenth Pennsylvania 
where it fell off slightly, although 
the district went strongly GOP. 


Forecasting Hazardous 


Having ventured to predict heave 
Republican gains early in 1942 which 
were justified bv the event (despite 
the Gallup poll). I intend .shortly to 
attempt to forecast Mr Roosevelt’s 
chances next November, if he de­ 
cides to run for a fourth term. 
Forecasting this year ls especially 
hazardous because something might 
happen a week before the election 
which would make the presidential 
campaign a landslide one wa\ or 
the other. 
As of today, I express 
the simple opinion that the GOP 
will have a hard but not impassible 
battle to defeat Mr Roosevelt al­ 
though it 'eems reasonably certain 
that it will control the House of 
Representatives, make gain# in the 
Senate 
and gams everywhere in 
local and state elections. 


More Stable Peace 


Although some commentators ex­ 
press the view that it ls unfortunate 
that we must have elections in time 
of war, I think a more stable peace 
can be written by whatever admin­ 
istration is in power after next Ja n ­ 
uary, as a result of ascertaining the 
will of the American people next 
November. 
Nor do I think sn elec­ 
tion will weaken the war effort. On 
the contrary, we will fight better 
when it is o\f! 
regardless of who 
is elected president.
